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Alumni  Giving  Increases  for 
Third  Straight  Year 

During  the  past  12  months  alumni 
gave  a  total  of  $12,224.43,  which  was 
designated  for  the  Alumni  Lecture 
Hall.  Total  gifts  from  alumni  for  all 
purposes  amounted  to  $42,046.93. 
Botli  figures  represent  highs  in  annual 
giving. 

There  is  a  tendency  to  get  lost  or 
perhaps  confused  when  we  look  at 
histograms,  charts  or  graphs.  On  the 
other  hand,  it  is  easier  to  understand 
what  we're  talking  about  when  we 
put  it  in  terms  of  dollars. 

As  shown  in  the  last  row  of  figures, 
we  hit  a  peak  in  1962  during  our  ses- 
quicentennial  year.  In  all  respects  giv- 
ing fell  off  the  following  year,  but  has 
increased  ever  since.  Even  century 
club  membership  (gifts  of  $100  or 
more)  has  shown  a  steady  increase.

We  have  every  reason  to  believe  the 
totals  in  all  three  columns  will  con- 
tinue to  climb  during  the  present  fis- 
cal year.  The  spring  of  1966  will  see 
the  ground-breaking  for  the  academic 
complex  and  the  construction  of  the 
classroom  area  which  will  house  the 
Alumni  Lecture  Hall.  The  placjue  for 
that  room  has  already  been  purchased 
so  that  all  we  have  to  do  is  to  pay  for 
the  privilege  of  hanging  it. 

Another  reason  for  optimism  for  the 
coming  year  is  the  cyclic  giving  record 
in  terms  of  percentage  of  participa- 
tion. As  we  mentioned,  all  figures  and 
percentages  were  high  in  '62.  They 
fell  off  in  '63,  but  in  the  even  year 
of  '64  they  rose  true  to  form.  Al-

Williamsport  Foundation  Grants  College  $250,000 


The  Williamsport  Foundation  has 
awarded  a  grant  of  $250,000  to  Ly- 
coming College.  The  grant  was  an- 
nounced June  5  at  the  annual  alumni 
bancjuet. 

The  quarter  of  a  million  dollar 
award  is  as  large  as  any  single  grant 
made  by  the  local  philanthropic  or- 
ganization. 

The  award  is  the  largest  grant  re- 
ceived by  the  college  from  a  founda- 
tion. Just  ten  days  prior  to  Alumni  Day 
Lycoming  College  was  awarded  a  fed- 
eral grant  of  $894,988  through  the 
U.  S.  Commission  on  Education  (story 
on  page  3).

er  this  year,  there  were  180  fewer  con- 
tributors in  spite  of  the  fact  that  we 
had  added  almost  400  alumni.  The 
net  result  was  a  drop  of  3%  insofar  as 
participation  is  concerned.  Since  '60, 
'62,  and  '64  were  peak  years  of  giving, 
why  not  continue  the  pattern  and 
make  it  hold  true  for  '66? 


Foundation  and  the  federal  grant, 
totaling  $1,144,988  will  be  applied 
toward  the  construction  of  the  col- 
lege's new  $4,000,000  academic  cen- 
ter. The  four-unit  structure  will  con- 
tain a  classroom  area,  library,  labora- 
tory area,  and  faculty  offices. 

S.  Dale  Furst,  a  member  of  the 
Foundation's  administrative  commit- 
tee, made  the  presentation. 

The  Williamsport  Foundation  is  one 
of  the  oldest  community  trusts  in  the 
country  and  the  largest  in  the  United 
States  for  a  community  the  size  of 
Williamsport.  Income  earned  from  the 
Foundation's  $4,000,000  capital  fund 
is  distributed  by  an  administrative 
committee  consisting  of  five  Williams- 
port citizens. 

There  have  been  two  previous 
grants  made  by  the  Foundation  to  the 
local  College;  a  $5,000  award  in  1947 
and  a  $25,000  grant  in  1958.  The  pres- 
ent grant  will  be  made  to  the  College 
over  a  five-year  period. 

The  largest  grant  previously  re- 
ceived by  the  college  was  a  Ford 
Foundation  grant  of  $152,000  in  1956.

Howard  Brinton  Presented 
Outstanding  Alumnus  Award 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Howard  T.  Brinton 
'37,  Methodist  missionary  who  has 
spent  19  years  in  the  Congo,  received 
the  first  annual  Outstanding  Alumnus 
Award  at  the  annual  banquet  June  5. 
The  Rev.  George  C.  Kramer,  Jr.  '53, 
outgoing  president  of  the  Alumni  As- 
sociation, presented  the  award. 

A  1937  graduate  of  the  college, 
Howard  in  1958  was  awarded  the  hon- 
orary degree  doctor  of  divinity  by  Ly- 
coming. He  grew  up  in  the  Elizabeth- 
ville  area  where  one  of  his  boyhood 
friends  was  Moise  Tshombe,  now 
prime  minister  of  the  Congo.  In  1961 
and  1962  he  assisted  United  Nations 
officials  in  negotiations  with  Tshombe 
and  other  Congolese  leaders.  Since 
completing  his  formal  education  in 
the  Ignited  States  Howard  has  spent 
most  of  his  life  spurring  and  building 
new  churches,  hospitals,  and  schools, 
and  training  African  nationals  in 
church  leadership.  In  accepting  his 
award  for  "dynamic  leadership,"  How- 
ard humbly  said  "I  owe  a  great  deal 
to  Lycoming  College."

Dr.  Marshall  has  been  active  in 
both  teaching  and  research  through- 
out his  academic  career.  During  the 
past  year  he  has  been  in  residence  at 
the  Argonne  National  Laboratory  in 
Chicago  where  he  has  been  involved 
in  chemical  research. 

A  native  of  Decatur,  Indiana,  he 
holds  a  bachelor  of  arts  degree  from 
Earlham  College,  Richmond,  Indiana, 
and  the  master  of  science  and  doctor 
of  philosophy  degrees  from  Purdue 
University,  Lafayette,  Indiana. 

The  39-year-old  chemist  served  on 
the  faculty  of  Albion  College,  Albion, 
Michigan,  from  1953  through  1958.  He 
then  moved  to  the  campus  of  Cornell 
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Dr.  Philip  R.  Marshall 

College  where  he  now  holds  the  rank 
of  professor. 

Dr.  Marshall  has  received  several 
research  grants  from  both  the  National 
Science  Foundation  and  the  Research 
Corporation  for  Fundamental  Re- 
search.

Federal  Grant  Boosts  Development  Program 


The  ambitious  development  pro- 
gram undertaken  a  year  ago  received 
a  welcome  boost  with  a  federal  grant 
of  $894,988  to  be  applied  toward  con- 
struction of  the  new  academic  center. 
Under  the  Higher  Education  Facili- 
ties Act  of  1963,  funds  are  available 
for  "structures,  or  portions  thereof, 
especially  designed  for  instruction  or 
research  in  the  natural  or  physical 
sciences,  mathematics,  modern  foreign 
languages,  or  engineering,  or  for  use 
of  a  library." 

Thirty-two  schools  applied  for  the 
$5,130,003  allotted  under  this  phase 
of  the  federal  program;  only  nine  re- 
ceived grants.  Lycoming  ranked  eighth 
and  will  receive  its  full  request  for 
funds.  The  colleges  receiving  full 
grants  are,  by  rank:  (1)  St.  Francis 
(2)  Bloomsburg  (3)  Indiana  State 
(4)  Mary  wood  (5)  Elizabethtown 
(6)  Delaware  Valley  (7)  Temple  (8) 
Lycoming.  Vilianova  ranked  ninth  and 
will  receive  only  a  partial  grant.  The 
funds  for  Lycoming  will  be  paid  sub- 
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ject  to  the  college's  meeting  the  spe- 
cific terms  and  conditions  set  forth  by 
the  Director  of  College  Construction 
of  the  United  States  Department  of 
Health,  Education  and  Welfare.  Con- 
struction must  be  undertaken  within  a 
reasonable  time. 

We're  Halfway  There 

The  estimated  cost  of  our  new  aca- 
demic center  is  $3,970,273.  The  Fed- 
eral grant,  along  with  the  Williams- 
port  Foundation  Grant  and  a  number 
of  substantial  advanced  gifts  places 
us  halfway  toward  our  goal.  The  Ly- 
coming faculty  alone  has  pledged  $47,- 
059,  an  average  of  $560  per  faculty 
member.  Oliver  E.  Harris,  Director  of 
Development,  says  that  we  have  made 
a  good  beginning  with  advanced  gifts 
and  have  not  yet  exhausted  foundation 
possibilities.  However,  he  pointed  out 
that  in  order  to  reach  our  goal  and  ful- 
fill our  building  program  we  must  find 
more  prospective  donors  from  our 
alumni  and  friends.

452  Freshmen  Coming 

In  September,  Lycoming  will  wel- 
come its  largest  freshman  class  to-date 
when  452  first-time  students  arrive  on 
campus.  The  263  men  and  189  women 
were  selected  from  1727  applicants. 
Applications  were  up  377  over  last 
year's. 

Robert  A.  Newcombe,  director  of 
admissions,  reports  that  the  total  col- 
lege board  scores  are  30  points  higher 
for  the  men  and  16  points  higher  for 
the  women,  with  an  average  verbal 
score  of  501  and  an  average  mathe- 
matics score  of  534  in  the  entire  class.

For  1965-66  Announced 

Four  events  have  been  scheduled 
for  Lycoming's  1965-66  Artist  and 
Lecture  Series  beginning  on  October 
6  with  the  Dave  Brubeck  Quartet. 

This  noted  jazz  group  will  appear 
in  concert  open  to  the  public  at  a  lo- 
cation to  be  announced  next  month. 
During  the  first  week  of  November, 
the  Artist  and  Lecture  Series  will  pre- 
sent the  counter  tenor  Alfred  Deller  in 
residence  on  campus.  Mr.  Deller, 
warmly  received  in  his  appearance 
here  last  year,  will  select  a  number  of 
Lycoming  students  and  train  them  to 
sing  English  madrigals.  At  the  end  of 
the  week  the  students  and  Mr.  Deller 
will  present  a  concert  in  the  Clarke 
Building.  On  March  10,  1966  the  Salz- 
burg Marionette  Theatre  will  give  two 
public  performances  at  the  CajDitol 
Theatre.  In  a  3  p.  m.  matinee  for  chil- 
dren they  will  perform  "The  Nutcrack- 
er Suite."  At  8  p.  m.  they  will  give 
"The  Magic  Flute"  for  adults.  The 
series  will  close  March  31,  1966  when 
the  National  Players  Touring  Com- 
pany from  Catholic  University  in 
Washington,  D.  C.  will  perform  Mo- 
licre's  "The  Miser"  in  the  Clarke  Build- 
ing. The  National  Players  performed 
"Hamlet"  to  a  packed  house  last 
March  at  Lycoming.  Alumni  may  in- 
(juire  about  tickets  through  the  Alum- 
ni Office. 


3  Departments  Receive 
NSF  Equipment  Grants 

Lycoming  has  been  awarded  three 
grants  from  the  National  Science 
Foundation  totaling  $26,100.  An  $11,- 
000  grant  has  been  made  to  the  chem- 
istry department,  a  $9,000  award  to 
the  biology  department  and  a  $6,100 
grant  to  the  psychology  department. 

The  awards  were  made  under  the 
Undergraduate  Instructional  Scientif- 
ic Equipment  program.  Each  grant 
will  be  matched  by  an  equivalent  sum 
from  the  college.  This  will  mean  a 
total  investment  in  new  scientific 
equipment  of  $52,200. 

The  NSF  chemistry  grant  of  $11,000 
was  secured  through  a  proposal  pre- 
pared by  Dr.  James  K.  Hummer,  asso- 
ciate professor  of  chemistry.  A  large 
portion  of  the  chemistry  grant  will  be 
used  to  purchase  an  infra-red  spectro- 
photometer, for  use  in  the  analysis  of 
organic  compounds  and  experiments 
in  physical  chemistry,  and  a  gas 
chromatograph.  Both  pieces  of  equip- 
ment will  be  used  for  advanced  ana- 
lytical courses  and  for  individual  study 
by  students. 

Among  the  biology  equipment  to  be 
purchased  are  microscopes,  analytical 
balances,  a  spectrophotometer,  and 
miscellaneous  electronic  instruments. 

The  grant  to  the  psychology  depart- 
ment will  be  used  to  purchase  physio- 
graphs  to  be  used  by  students  in  the 
physiopsychology  laboratory  and  in 
individual  student  projects.
